NEWS IN BRIEF 
PC wished Cllr Newey a speedy recovery, asked 
for a report from the Map Group and made it 
clear that no decisions on the proposed Clifton 
footpath have yet been taken. 
LOW COST HOUSING 
Mrs Linda Gwynn, Oxford Citizens Housing 
Association, attended by invitation to answer 
questions. Cllrs expressed concem that not 
enough was known about selection procedures. 
Prices, whether rent or shared purchase, have 
not been announced. It appeared that occupants 
of temporary CDC accommodation in the parish 
were being allowed to stay much longer than 
usual to qualify for more housing list points. Clirs 
were astonished that, contrary to the impression 
given by OCHA and CDC representatives at the 
October PC meeting, OCHA's allocation of 
accommodation in the scheme is governed by 
CDC's selection of occupants. The  rules/ 
regulations/criteria on which this selection is 
based are still not available to PC. Mrs Gwynn 
undertook to return to the December meeting 
"with the answers". Meanwhile, Cllr Flux and 
D/Cilr O'Sullivan will seek a meeting with CDC to 
Clarify the issues. 
On 13 December an on-site opening ceremony 
will be performed by Mrs Jo Mace, whose late 
husband, Dr Bill Mace, Chairman 1990-92, 
launched the low-cost housing initiative. 
HOUSING PROVISION 
A recent report to the Government envisages a 
very large increase in the number of new houses 
to be built in the South East region. PC 
reaffirmed that the parish cannot absorb any 
developments other than those already agreed. 
TOWN HALL 
PC to press for a meeting of all trustees of 
Deddington Charity Estates (owners of the Town 
Hall) so that a full reply may be made to the letter 
from the PC (renters of the Town Hall) about 
lease/purchase options. 
DOG FOULING - FINAL WARNING 
A FEW DOG OWNERS/WALKERS PERSIST IN 
ALLOWING DOGS TO FOUL CHILDREN'S PLAY 
AREAS, SPORTS PITCHES AND OTHER PUBLIC 
PLACES - EVEN THE CHURCHYARD. PC WILL 
REPORT OFFENDERS TO THE DOG WARDENS, 
WHO HAVE POWER TO PROSECUTE. 
MORE NEWS IN BRIEF 
e Cllr Walker has joined the PC's Environment 
& Highways Working Group. 


e PC voted £30 for 4 Hempton Neighbourhood 
Watch signs. 

e PC is identifying pavements in the parish 
which need repair. 

e PC authorised £200 loan towards initial costs 
of Songs of the Century Church Choir 
concert in February 2000. 

e Deddington Colts are using the parish Coat 
of Arms on letterheads without paying the 
required fee to PC. Clerk to pursue. 

e The Deddington News would like to install an 
illustrated information board at the Castle 
Grounds at no cost to the parish. PC 
supports this proposition as long as all 
necessary consents have been obtained. 

MILLENNIUM WORKING GROUP 

In Clir Newey's absence through illness, Cllr Bell 

chairs this Group. PC confirmed that all 

Millennium monies must go through PC books. 

Budget ceiling is £20,000, including expenditure 

on Cemetery Gates and Map project, both 

already agreed before budget was set. Projected 
sales of items funded by PC, like the Calendar 
and some Map Group products [see Map Group 

Report], have potential to generate surplus 

revenue for return to the parish. However sales 

of the Calendar are not going well. 

PLANNING 

(i) The new owners of former Solar works in 

Hopcraft Lane, Deddington, now Orchard House, 

seek approval for signs and nameboards, some 

of which have already been put up. PC urge that 
the traditional name, The Old Schoo! House, 
should be retained, complain that permission 
should have been obtained before signs were 
erected, and remind the owners of agreed 
restrictions on working hours. (ii) PC has no 

objection to a single-storey extension at 39 

Gaveston Gardens, as long as neighbours 

agree. (iii) CDC has approved a single-storey 

extension at 3 Gaveston Gardens and 
improvements to the Windmill Centre.

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GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST - PARISH & 
DEANERY MAGAZINES 

“Post Early for Christmas” is probably the only 
instruction we get from the P.O. at this time of 
year and, probably, we forget it ! 

Our predecessors received a whole page of 
regulations. From the Parish Magazine of 
October, 1883, I quote: “No parcel must weigh 
more than 7ibs. and may not exceed 3’6’’ in 
length and girth. (The most convenient mode of 
measuring will be by means of a tape 6 feet Jong, 
having the length of 3°6’’ marked thereon. So 
much of the tape as is not used in measuring the 
length will be the measure of the greatest girth 
permissible.) Parcels containing gunpowder, 
cartridges, Lucifer matches, explosives (or 
anything likely to injure), live animals or bladders 
containing liquids, are prohibited. Powders must 
be so packed that they cannot escape. Parcels, the 
contents of which emit a strong odour such as 
fish, game, camphor, pepper, coffee etc. must be 
packed with particular care, yn order to guard 
against their causing damage to the Parcels Mails. 
Parcels known to contain a letter, packet or parcel 
intended for delivery at an address other than that 
borne on the parcel itself, are prohibited. Parcels 
can be received at the Deddington Post Office 
daily, up to 8.20 pm.”!! 

That was then, so don’t confuse the 8.20pm. 
closing time with current times, think of our kind 
staff at the Post Office and “POST EARLY FOR

i if The Master Millennium Map of the parish goes on show for the first time in the summer of 
the year 2000. Decorative and functional, it will combine cartography with illustration, up- 
to-date facts with a thousand years of history, technology with art. The scientific basis of all this is a 
digitised translation of a comprehensive aerial survey carried out for the Group this year by Airmed, and 
paid for by some of the members at no cost to the parish. 
It was not easy. Jim Bell, Jeremy James, Lawrie Fray and Colin Robinson have all generously donated 
their time and expertise for no more than the cost of fuel and photographic materials. We are extremely 
grateful to them for their public-spirited efforts. Their results provided us with some useful information but 
were not suitable for direct digitisation, which is why we had to commission Airmed. 
You may have noticed recent TV and newspaper reports of a so-called Domesday from the air, a survey 
which it is hoped will one day cover the whole country. Well, we now have our own Domesday for this 
parish, and the complex, time-consuming work of producing the Master Map is well under way, thanks to 
Peter Terry. We aim to offset some of the survey costs by selling aerial views of Deddington, Clifton and 
Hempton. From contact prints, you select the view or views you want. We then produce, to order, 
mounted prints at £20 each or from £30 framed. 
You can also buy Mapping the Millennium leaflets from the library at 50p each or £2.50 the set of 6. Like 
the aerial survey, these leaflets have cost the parish nothing.

there are French ones about. 

The crops have now had their winter spray for weeds and fook quite well, with most 
crops now growing away from the early slug damage. With the exception of one field 
which got wet feet the oil seed rape looks well and so far we have been able to 
persuade the local pigeon population that the rape fields at Home Farm are not a very 
healthy place to feed. The winter beans were planted in very good conditions and have 
come up a month early, so may come to harvest early which will mean we shall have to 
stop cutting wheat to get the beans before they start to shed. 

We have now sold, or rather given away, the last of this year's fat lambs and the last of 
the store lambs have been sold for winter fattening on root crops. The ewes have been 
treated for foot problems and liver fluke (a parasite found on water meadows and wet 
ground). With the open autumn the ewes have plenty of grass in front of them and so 
we have not had to start hand-feeding yet and if the meadows do not flood before 
Christmas we shall not bring them in until the New Year. 

Farming is facing a difficult start to the new century and the foreseeable future is not 
very bright. It is doubtful that we shall see the same advances in farming technology as 
we did in the fast half of the last century, when agriculture leapt from the cart horse to 
the computer and all that went on in between. 

The other night | was going through some of my Father's and Grandfather's old papers 
and | found an old Almanack which gave the prices for livestock and crops for the year 
1900. It also contains a lot of other very interesting information, which only goes to 
show that farming’s problems do not change very much but go around in a big circle. 
For instance the harvest of 1900 was described as very bad. The average price of wheat 
was 26/11d per imperial quarter of 480lbs (perhaps someone will tell me the up-to-date 
price per ton). We imported 3.5 million tons of wheat and 1.5 million tons of wheat flour. 
We also imported 585,748 tons of beef, 282,696 tons of sheep meat, 4,241,784 tons of 
pig meat and |,248,219 tons of eggs. 

We also imported 495,000 live cattle, 382,833 live sheep and 51,000 horses but we also 
exported 30,000 horses and at the bottom of the page was the notation that all these 
imports were to make up for the shortfall in our own production! What a change! 

Wool was 1/- per |b, a local phone call was 2d and income tax was 1/- in the £. 

The Prime Minister was Lord Rosebery, Cambridge won the Boat Race and the Prince of 
Wales’ horse Diamond Jubilee won the Triple Crown (St. Leger, 2,000 Guineas and the 
Oaks).

FIRE SERVICE 


Fire calls : Only 2 calls received this month: 1 to a dishwasher on fire and the other to 
a firework put through a Jetter box. 105 calls in all. 

Recruiting : As readers know, we only have 6 firefighters on station at this moment in 
time, with only 4 on call. We do have 2 applicants going through the recruiting 
procedure but they can only give cover at nights and weekends. This means that if they 
are successful and when Anne Waters and myself are fit again we shall have 8 personnel 
available at nights and weekends but still only 2 during the working day. This means 
there is no fire engine available from Deddington during the working day, which is one of 
the reasons why the Station only received 2 calls in the month. In fact just a few 
minutes before | sat down to write this, Banbury Fire Engine had to attend a road traffic 
accident at the traffic lights. Fortunately it wasn't too bad and no one was trapped. 

But just imagine what could happen: someone is trapped and the vehicle catches fire but 
just a few seconds before someone phones Fire Service Control with this incident both 
Banbury appliances have been mobilised to another job and no other appliance has yet 
been sent to stand by at Banbury. This means that the unfortunate person trapped has 
to wait for an appliance to arrive from either Hook Norton, Kidlington, Woodstock or 
Bicester, depending on which stations are available. This would result in a delay of at 
least 20 minutes before a fire engine arrived, it doesn't bear thinking about. That is why 
| keep appealing for more personnel, particularly someone who can give daytime cover 
Training : We are in desperate need of somewhere local to use for breathing apparatus 
training: a basement or outbuilding of reasonable size would be ideal. If anyone has any 
such property and would allow us to use it occasionally, please get in touch.. 

Christmas : It is time to get out the Christmas decorations and once again time for me 
to remind everyone to check their lights to ensure that all the wiring is in good order 
with no breaks in the insulation. Check the fuse to ensure that it is the correct 
amperage. Remember that a flat pin plug does not always need a 13-amp fuse. Check 
the instructions with your lights or electrical decoration or ask the advice of a qualified 
electrician. Remember to keep your decorations away from any source of heat if they 
are inflammable.

GARDENING NOTES 


Tulips. The name comes from the Turkish word for a turban, and 
very suitabie it is. When they were introduced into Europe in the 
(7th Century they caused a sensation. Quite astonishing prices 
were paid for unusual bulbs, a single one changing hands for £500 in 1637. They 
became a stock market commodity and the subject of much rivalry. As a result the 
Delft porcelain factory produced some stunning pieces for growing Tulips, some 4 ft. high 
and in layers, and they figured much in flower paintings of that time. In this century 
there was a phase when Tulips were looked on as being brash and blowsy but that has 
changed with the introduction of all sorts of delicate colours. The white striped with 
pale green is a good example. 
The secret with Tulips is in the planting. They need to be in clumps, not rows. If you 
want to see a beautiful example of perfect simple planting go to Sylvie Nickels’ front 
garden at the right time and look at the bright red Tulips together with aubretia. 
Smashing! You may have to replace bulbs quite regularly. When | came to planting out 
this year | found that the mice had eaten every single bulb. They had been stored in a 
cupboard in the garage in paper bags, inside big plastic bags. Mice, which are not 
pushed for time, took the trouble to wriggle into the cupboard and chew their way 
through several protective layers. The ones | left in the ground didn't do much better. 
So we shall have to get some more bulbs. Well, it's good business for those Dutch 
nursery firms who grow on millions of bulbs each year. Come to think of it, they 
probably train armies of mice specially for bulb eating and bring them over to England.

CHURCH RESTORATION APPEAL —- PROGRESS REPORT oe : 

The first phase of the nave roof repairs is completed and the scaffolding removed in time for our 
Christmas celebrations. Weather permitting, the external damp-damaged decking will be replaced after 
the New Year. Repairs to the tower continue. Once all this has been paid for, we shall have to review our 
remaining resources before deciding whether we can afford to start on the North Aisle. 

We need to re-assess at every stage because it is difficult to obtain an exact costing before the event. Each 
builder’s bill attracts 17.5% VAT, as does the architect’s fee of 13.5% on work tendered. In effect, to do 
repairs to a value of £80,000, we need at least £106,690. Then there are extras like the architect’s out of 
pocket travel expenses, and the legally required Health and Safety supervision. 

Of the Restoration Appeal Fund I have so far disbursed £34,866 - £20,101 for repairs, with £2,996 being 
VAT. The major bill for re-inforcing the beams with steel is still to come. Some 70% of the architect’s 
and Health and Safety fee has been paid on work so far tendered; of the £8,443, £1,258 was VAT. The 
preliminary inspection to estimate the extent of repairs, together with the Heritage fund appeal, cost 
£1,438. Most of this was VAT rated. The remaining £4,884 is made up of fund-raising expenses, like the 
Race Night and the launch event , which were organised through the church , so that related bills passed 
through the Appeal account. The major expense was the “Raise the Roof” CD and the launch concert. 
Together they cost well over £3,000, including VAT on royalties, but it was money well spent, since the 
CD has raised about £7,000 after expenses. Incidentally, CDs are still available! There were expenses 
relating to sums raised by village organisations, the Fire Service and The Holly Tree, but those are not 
recorded in the Appeal account. 

We still have about £106,000 in hand. Although the Appeal Committee has been disbanded, the fund is 
still growing, albeit slowly. It will be March 2002 before the last covenant payment is made, and there are 
promised contributions from the Archdeacon’s fund and The Oxfordshire Historic Churches fund. It 
seems unlikely that we will be able to do all that was recommended in the Quinquennial Report, but we 
have already accomplished the work most urgently needed. JEAN FLUX
